OBEY THE POWERS, * 


Lord Salisbury Declines to Discuss Evas- 
ions of the Reforms Proposed by the 
Signers of the Treaty of Berlin-He De- 
clares if the Porte Continues to Resist 


It Will Be a Signal for the Dismember- 
ment of Turkey=Excitement in Con-

Constantinople, Sept. 4.—It is officially an- 
nounced here that Ha wipe Pasha, Turkish 
Ambassador to Englafld, has telegraphed to 
the Foreign Minister that he has had an in- 
terview relative to the Armenian question 
with Lord Salisbury. : 

He had assured Lord Salisbury that the 
Porte is not opposed to the reforms proposed 
by the powers signatory to the treaty of 
Berlin, but that Turkey could not permit con- 
trol of Armenia by an international commis- 
ion. 

Lord Salisbury replied that under the cir- 
cumstances it would be useless to continue 
the interview: If,“ he said, the Porte per- 
sists in its refusal the powers will undertake 
the suggested reforms and rest satisfied. If, 
however, the Porte continues to resist, Lord 
Salisbury added, it would be a signal for the 
dismemberment of Turkey.“

A Fearful Picture of Demoralization in 
the Ottoman Empire. 
According to the Pall Mail Gazette’s corre 
spondent the Sultan and his Ministers, now 
thoroughly frightened, are at work on a 
scheme of reform which goes even further 
than the note of May 11. But he is careful 
to add that no scheme of reform, however far- 
reaching in its intended effect, will be of the 
slightest benefit to the country unless it pro- 
vides for efficient European control.over the 

finances and over the judiciary of Turkey. 
It is a fearful picture, that which he paints, 
ot the awful demoralization of Turkey. He 


says: 

Murad, the rightful sovereign, has been de- 
posed, and, it is said, is now being carefully 

uarded in the Sultan’s own palace a hopeless 

diot. Abdul Hamid, the present occupant of 

the throné, is in the hands of a group of palace 
minions who never let him gut of their sight. 
Once a week he leaves the Yildis Kiosk to per- 
form his devotions, driv a distance about as 
far as from pen ouse to St. James’ Pal- 
ace, and once a year he ventures to Stamboul. 
Mohammed Rished Effendi, the next heir, is, as 
one of the Sultan's owp entourage told me, men- 
tally and physically incapable of reigning, and the 
Sultan's own éldest son gives one the appearance 
of 4 hunted creature, who dreads every footstep 
and who dares not call his life his own. This little 

oup plays upon the Sultan’s fears and enriches 
ftael at its country's expense. 

It is almost impossible for Englishmen to re- 
alize the depth of by fer into which this 
country has. fallen. The Christian subjects of 
the Sultan complain that they can got . no justice 
in the courts and Mobammedans that they can 
get none unless they pay for it. Offices are 
bought and sold with impunity, no concealment 
is considered necessary, and the material pros- 
perity of the country is ruined in consequence of 
the . bribes necessary before sanction 
can be obtained to the construction of works of 
acknowledged public utility. 

The moral of it all, argues the Pall Mall 
contributor, is that Turkey must either be al- 
lowed to proceed on her downward course 
unchecked until revolution ends the House of 
Ottoman or she must be put under the joint 
tutelage of the four central powers.

Outward displays 
in newly-opened shops are looked upon as 
signs of speculation Saye . — tendency of de- 
terring customers. China payments are 
made period ealig? about the 5th of May, the 
15th of July, and the end of December. 
Chinese merchants, as a class, are honest. 
They meet their obligations as promptly per- 
haps us any merchants in the world. Foreign 
banks and business-houses in China bear tes- 
timony to the general uprightness of the mer- 
chants in China, and in dealing with them it 
will be found that they seldom violate their 


word. ä 

There is one feature of the relations be- 
tween the merchants and farmers of China 
that seems to have been borrowed from 
America, but which is Chinese, and doubtless 
wasapart of the business transactions be- 
tween mercantile and commercial classes of 
China before America was discovered. It is 
the crop lien. Information on this imme- 
diate subject relates more particularly to 
Shunking.

German-American Veterans Take Part in

Berlin, Sept. 4.—The German-American 
veterans of the war of 1870.71 today placed 
wreaths upon the sarcophagi of Emperor 
William I. and of Emperor Fred- 
erick III. They also. visited the 
castles and Potsdam, where they saw 
the palace and gardens of Sans-Souci with 
its wonderful fountains and the historical 
windmill which its owner refused to sell to 
Frederick the Great when he was planning 
his pleasure grounds. The party went on an 
excursion up to Wanzee and returned late in 
the evening, accompanied by their Berlin 
comrades, Tomorrow they will visit the na- 
tional memorial at Victoria Park.

London, Sept. 4.—A Berlin dispatch to the 
Daily News says that the articles in the Vor- 
waerts were submitted to Emperor William 
and to the King of Saxony and both expressed 
their disgust with them. The Vorwaerts con- 
tinues freely to criticise the Emperor’s speech 
in which he called for the suppression of the 
Socialists. 

London, Sept. 5.—A dispatch to the Chron. 
icie from Berlin says that the Social-Demo- 
crates are resolved to hold meetings through- 
out the country to consider the Emperor’s at- 
titude, and there is no doubt that evil days 
are in store for them.

CONSUL WETTER NOW ON THE RACK. 


To Be Investigated on Charges by a New 
York Man. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 4.—A spice of in- 
terest is to be added to the Waller case by an 
investigation of Consul Wetter, Waller's 
Successor and the present Consul at Tama- 
tave, Madagar~ar. This investigation. is the 
result of charges made by Charles T. Lyons, 
Brooklyn, N. Y., who was in Madagascar 
last September. 

Mr. Lyons went to the island as the agent 
of a Boston firm, and, it is alleged. incurred 
Wetter’s enmity by taking the place of a man 
who was Wetter's personal friend. Wetter 
had Lyons arrested on a charge of opening 
mail addressed by the Cénsul to the Govern- 
or of one of the provinces of Madagascar, 
and at his trial insisted upon acting as 
Lyons’ judge as well as his prosecutor. 
Lyons, convinced he was doomed to im- 
prisonment, forfeited his bail and left the 
island, ) 

The State Department authorities state 
that Lyons has been notified that any charge 
he may have to make will receive due con- 
sideration at the hands of the department. 
The investigation will bear directly upon 
the Waller case. Waller ands his stepson, 
Faul Bray, sat with Wetter as members of 
the court, and, it appears, themselves gained 
the ill-will of Wetter because they. resisted 
what they conceived to be Wetter's desire to 
unduly punish Lyons. This, it is said, ac- 
counts for Wetter's alleged supineness in de- 
fending Waller's rights.

London, Sept. 4.—Anxiety is felt at Belfast 
for the safety of the ship Lord Downshire, 
which. left Iquique last May, since which 
time nothing has been heard of the vessel. 
There were thirty-two persons on board. It 
is feared this may be the ship which was 
sunk in collision with the British ship Prince 
Oscar on the night of July 13 about 500 miles 
south of Cape St. Roque. All of the crew of 
the ship with which the Prince Oscar was 
in collision are supposed to have been 
drowned, as were also four of the crew of 
the Prince Oscar, which sank after the col- 
ligion. «

Fred W. Job, the Hawaiian Consul.General, 


Has Been Apprised of the Fact and 
Has Employed Detectives to Discover 
the Leader Robert Bruce Wilcox Is 
Waiting on the Pacific Coast with a 
Ship and 150 Men to Take the Chicago 
Men to Their Destination. . 

All the Hawaiian Consuls in America were 
notified by telegraph yesterday that a filibus- 
tering expedition would soon start for the 
island republic, and that the men for the 
movement were being enlisted rapidly in 
Chicago. The expedition will be under the 
leadership of Robert Bruce.Wilcox, the half- 
caste, and is to sail shortly from an. abscure 
place on the California coast, with the avowed 
purpose in view of overthrowing the present 
Republican Government of Hawaii and re- 
placing ex-Queen Liliuokalani on the throne. 

It is believed that three squads of men will 
be shipped from Chicago this week, over as 


many different roads, for the Pacific coast 


Fred W. Job, the Hawaiian Consul-General, 
with headquarters in Chicago, received infor- 
mation Tuesday night of the enlistment of 
men here for the expedition, and yesterday 
he secured the services of a detective agency 
to find out the extent of the recruiting, to 
keep an eye on discovered recruits, and to 
watch matters until they reach a point when 
the United States may interfere. 

W. R. Castle, the Hawaiian Minister at 
Washington, was among the first to be wired 
yesterday the particulars of the movement as 
far as known. 

Offer Him Command. 

A Southerner, who was a general officer in 
the Confederate service and who is a close 
friend of Mr, Job, called on him Tuesday and 
said that he had been approached by an 
ex-army officer and offered the command of 
the filibustering expedition. From this in- 
formation the Consu!-General and the em- 


» ployed detectives are working. 


In its floating population Chicago has 
many men who have served in the United 
States army since the war. These men are 
always found near the United States recruit- 
ing stations, which have for them a natural 
attractioh. Numbers of them have been ap- 
proached and promised the * fatness of the 
land of Hawaii in return for services. The 
argument has run something like this: 
Here is a weak government; it can be 
overthrown easily; all the natives will rise to 
help us as soon as a landing has been made. 
There is any quantity of money to be made 
and there are rich lands of which the mission- 
aries and others will be dispossessed as soon 
as the Queen has been reinstated.’’ No detinite 
directions have been given any one of the re- 
cruits until they declared a willingness to 
join the expedition, and the men who were 
approached and refdsed to join have no 
knowledge of the filibustering headquarters, 

One detachment of recruits left Chicago last 
week, Their destination was a point on the 
California coast, between San Francisco 
and San Diego. A vessel is waiting off 
the coast there which is to take the fili- 
busters to Hawaii. Robert Bruce Wilcox is 
there with about 150 followers, many 
of whom are like himself expatriated exiles 
from their Hawaiian homes, Others have re- 
cruited.for love of adventure or the hope of 
gain or a mixture of both, and determined to 
cast their lot with the leader. 

While the detectives who are on the case 
know that men are being sent from the city 
and that the recruiting is progressing they 
have been unable to place the office of the 
Chicago head of the movement. 


Detectives to Ferrit It Out. 


Consul-General Job said yesterday: ** The 
information that recruiting for a_filibuster- 


ing expedition to Hawaii is going on in Chicago 


is positive. I have communicated with all 
the Hawaiian representatives in the United 
States and have employed detectives to ferret 
out the local movers in the matter. Men have 
been sent from here and more are to follow. 
There is not much doubt in my mind that 
they will succeed“ in sailing, but when they 
reach Hawaii they will be wiped off the face 
of the earth. The government is prepared 
for such movements as this and the scheme 
is suicidal for those who engage in it.“ 

Robert Bruce Wilcox is on the Pacific 
coast. He is a shifty, irresponsible, but en- 
ergetic, brewer of trouble. He has been on 
all sides of the fence in Huwaiian troubles. 
He was the instigator of the rebellion against 
King Kalakaua in 1887, and later he had a 
hand in the revolt against the Queen’s rule. 
Then he turned a of Liliuokalani, 
and was exiled in January of this year for 
trying to overturn the present yovernment, 
He is now at his January tricks again. 

“There are men in Hawaii pledged to go tb 
arms in defense of the government at a min- 
ute’s notice. They will care for Mr. Wilcox 
and his friends. My friend, who was ap- 
proached and offered the command of the 
expedition, will not give up the name of the 
Chicago leader of the movement on account 
of old-time friendship. We have to discover. 
him oarselves.”’ | 

Ex-Queen Liliuokalani is now practically 
a prisoner, being confined to two rooms of 
her castle and allowed access to the garden 
for exercise only at certain times of the day. 
It is believed, however, that through the aid 
of natives she keeps in Com mumuication with 
the leaders of the movement for her aid in 
America, sam 

One of the most potent arguments used to 
secure soldiers for Hawaiian revolutionary 
purposes is that as soon as the expedition 
lands the natives, who are said to have arms 
hidden. will join the invaders and fight for 
their deposed Queen. 


COMES TO EXPLAIN WALLER CASE, 


Consul-General Morss Called Home from 
Paris by the State Department, 

Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 4.—[Special.]—A

E. Morss of the Indianapolis Sentinel, 
Consul-General to Paris, has been called 
home to report to the State Depart- 
ment on Ambassador Eustis’ delay 
in securigg the papers in the Waller 
case from. the French Government and 
which. have been called for three times by 
this government. 

Consul-General Morss arrived at New York 
last Saturday and was expected home before 
this, but it is learned he has been spending 
all his time at the State Department. Mr. 
Morss was recalled suddenly without any 
expectation of returning. 

Attorney John Kern left him in Paris two. 
weeks before he-started back and at that 
time he told Mr. Kern he would not be in the 
United States for twelve months. 

The impression is that President Cleve- 
land, having great confidence in Mr. Morss, 
desired to have a talk with him about the 
Waller case, the feeling in Paris, and per- 
haps to arrange with him to make a personal 
investigation of the facts for the United 
States Government. 

An Indianapolis Democrat who returned 
from Washington a few days ago says he got 
the impression while in, Washington that 
the State Department was not satisfied with 
the manner in which Ambassador Eustis 
handied the case. It was not until Aug. 22

THE HEIDENREICH COMPANY ASSIGNS. 


Work on Its Contract on the Draloage Ca- 
nal M. Be Continued. 


The Heidenrich company, Drainage Canal 
contractors, with an office in the Rookery 
Building, made an assignment in the County 
Court yesterday afternoon for the benefit 
of its creditors, the assignee being Charles 
E. Schlytern, cashier of the Milwaukee Ave- 
nue State Bank. The assignee’s bond was 
fixed at $200,000. The company, of which 
E. Lee Heidenrich is President, S. Lee Heid- 
enrich Secretary and Treasurer, and Harold 
A. Boedker Vice-President, has been en- 
gaged since its incorporation in 1890 in put- 
ting up elevators and other large structures, 
Among the present contracts in hand are 
two sections of the Drainage Canal, an ele- 
vator for the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 

ton railroad at East Toledo, O., and a large 

malt warehouse at South Chicago for Albert 
Schwill & Co. of Cincinnati. It is said the 
assignment will result in but a temporary 
suspension and that arrangements have al- 
ready been made for the completion of the 
Drainage Canal contract and other impor- 
tant works. 

Late last evening Judge Carter entered an 
order authorizing the assignee to borrow 
sufficient moneys to complete the work. 
There is now over $54,000 due the Heidenrich 
company from the Sanitary District Trus- 
tees for work already done. 

Isaac H. Mayer of the firm of Moran, 
Kraus & Mayer, attorneys for the assignee, 
last night said: ‘‘Iam fully persuaded every 
creditor will receive 100 cents on the dollar. 
I estimate the total liabilities of the com- 
pany at not exceeding $80,000. The assets 
consist of over $100,000 due from the San 
tary District and other equally responsible 
sources, In addition to other assets the 
company owns an extensive machinery 
plant on the canal which cost over $75,000. 
The total assets of the estate will be far in 
excess of the liabilities assumed. The sus- 
pension of the firm is attributed to heavy 
losses and interruptions occasioned by floods 
at Kast Toledo, where the company is erect- 
ing an elevator for the Cincinnati, Hamilton 
and Dayton railroad.“ 


OFFICER BERNARD DENIES HIS GUILT. 


Evidence in the Case of Alleged Assault 
and Robbery. 

An expectant crowd thronged Justice 
Chott’s court-room at the Desplaines Street 
Station yesterday to listen to the testimony 
in the case of Patrolman Anton Bernard, 
charged with robbery. The evidence was all 
submitted, but the magistrate reserved his 
decision until today. Michael Lindner, who 
preferred the charge, said last Saturday 
cvening, while in the alley on Lake near 
Canal street, Officer Bernard asked him 
whether he was armed and also if he had 
any money. Before he could answer he was 
struck in the face and knocked down. The 
officer then, it is alleged, took his money, 
$360, from his hip pocket and ran from the 
alley. When examined he said when he 
called at the Desplaines Street Station Sun- 
day evening he failed to positively identify 
Bernard, but on the following morning he 
had no hesitancy in pronouncing Bernard 
the man who had robbed him. ‘Yesterday 
Lindner again identified Bernard. 

William Burke, a watchman in the em- 
ploy of the Hamlin detective agency on 
West Madison street, was called by the 
prosecution. He said while in the alley Sat- 
urday night at 11 o’clock he saw Officer Ber- 
nard with another man about forty- feet 
down the alley. The officer seemed to be 
pushing the man, and after the watchman 
left he heard cries for help, but did not re- 
turn to the scene of the disturbance. 

In all of his testimony Officer Bernard de- 
nied he was guilty of the charge preferred. 
He says the first time he heard of the rob- 
~bery was Sunday evening, when Lindner at- 
tempted to identify him as the man who took 
the money.

STOPPED BY A HIGHWAYMAN. 


Desperate Encounter with a Robber in the 


Nerthern Part of Evanston- During the 
Struggle He Makes Several Attempts to 
Use a Revolver, but Is Thwarted = Mrs. 
Swastoul Uses Her Finger, Nails to Good 
Advantage — The Man Finally Grabs a 
Watch and Chain and ‘Disappears. __ 
As C. R. Swastoul, his wife, and son, who 


nad been passing the day with friends in 


Evanston, were returning to their home in 
Wilmette about 10 o’clock last ‘night they 
were stopped by a hizhwayman on the Ridge 
road, just north of the town. His face was 
partly concealed by a black handkerchief. 
With one hand he seized the horse by the 
reins and with the other aimed a revolver at 
the occupants of the carriage. 

“Throw up your hands and don't make 
any noise or I'll shoot,“ said the robber. 

As the robber advanced, revolver in hand, 
Swastoul struck him twice across the face 
with his whip, then sprang to the ground 
and grappled with him. 

With a curse the highwayman pulled the 
trigger, but the weapon was not discharged, 
and before he could use the weapon Swas- 
toul sprang upon him, seized him by the 
throat, and hurled him to the ground, wrest- 
ing the weapon from him as he did so. 

The son, as the struggle began, ran down 


the road for assistance, but Mrs. Swastoul 


hastened to aid her husband. Tearing the 
mask away she scratched the robber’s face 


until he was covered with blood, 


With a supreme effort the robber struggled 
up, threw Mr. Swastoul to one side, and 
wrested the revolver from him. 

Stand back,” he said. I give you fair 
warning.“ 

But Mr. Swastoul, who was not four feet 
away, sprang at the man again, and a sec- 
ond time they went down together.

With an oath the highwayman struck at 
Mr. Swastoul. As Mr. Swastoul dodged he 
lost his grip on the man’s throat, and the 
latter, springing to his feet, fled north and 
turned into the woods. As he regained his 
feet he seized Mr. Swastoul’s watch and 
chain, valued at $75, and in an instant had 
disappeared. : 

Mr. Swastoul started after him, but a 
shot from the robber’s revolver convinced 
— odds were against him, so he turned 

ack. 

Mr. Swastoul placed his wife in the car- 
riage and drove back to Evanston. He went 
at once to the City Hall and reported the 
robbery to Capt. Mersch, giving him a de- 
scription of the robber. He said he was 
about five feet eight inches in height, had 
dark hair. and a black mustache, and wore 
good clothes. He could be easily identified, 
he said, by the scratches on his face. 

Capt. Mersch, taking Officer Clifford with 
him, drove to the scene, having given orders 
for four other officers to follow him. They 
searched the woods thoroughly, but no trace 
of the robber was to be seen, and an hour 
later the search was abandoned, 

10 VISIT POLISH SETTLEMENTS. 
Dr. Lewakowski, the Great Polist Leader 
in Parliament, Arrives in Chicago. 

The leader of the Polish wing in the Aus- 
trian Parliament, who became endeared to 
every Pole the world over by his opposition 
to the resolution of condolence to the Rus- 
sian royal family on the death of the former 
Czar, is in Chicago. He is Dr. Stanislaus 
Lewakowski, a middle-aged, pleasant- 
spéken gentleman, familiar with the En- 
glish language. With his associate in the 
cause of dismembered Poland, Sigmund 
Balicki of Paris, he-reached Chicago yester- 
day afternoon. He was met at the station 
by a delegation of prominent Chicago Poles, 
headed by S. F. Adalia Satalecki, President

It is claimed Chicago has in it more Poles 
than any other city in the world, Warsaw 
not exgepted. Mr. Lewakowski is sent by 
his government to make a report on the so- 
cial conditions in these and other settle- 
ments in the United States.

INVESTIGATE THE BRIBERY CHARGES. 


The State’s-Attorney of Sangamon County 


ntion of the grand jury which has just 
been sworn in to the fact that “a very able 
and ynsible paper has openly and spe- 
cifically tharged certainmembers of the Leg- 
islature, whom it names, with seeking or 
ace bribes as members of the General 
Assembly.” When such charges are made 


| specifically “they cannot be overlooked 
without great injury to the cause of popular 


self-government.” Said the State’s-Attor- 
ney in conclusion: * 

Lou owe it to yourselves, you owe it to Sanga- 
mon County, to the State of Illinois. and even 
more to the cause of popular government, to fully 
and fairly examine into these charges, and if you 
have sufficient legal evidence that any legislative 
bribery occurred or was attempted in Sangamon 
County to do your part toward bringing the guilty 
ones to justice. 

Atter this matter has been brought thus to 
the notice of the grand jurors.they cannot 
ignore it. It would be ruinous to their own 
reputations were they to doso. It will not 
take much time for the grand jury to make 
this investigation. It will not have to grope 
blindly for evidence, because the publisher of 
the paper which made these charges has 
stated on more than one occasion that any. 
grand jury which asks for the evidence he 
has in his possession an@ which he claims 
proves the guilt of the accused shall be fur- 


- nished with it at once. : 


If the grand jury after ascertaining what 
the information is which the publisher 
of the Times-Herald is prepared to lay before 
it deems it advisable to make further in- 
quiries and to go deeper into the subject it 
has the power to do so, e an if it takes up its 
time for weeks, and it is doubtful whether it 
could make a better use of its time provided 
it becontes satisfied of the truth of the spe- 
cific charges, for in addition to those charges 
there have been many geferal ones involv- 
ing the honesty of the Legislature. It has 
been intimated that corruption was rife last 
spring and summer. If a thorough investi- 
gation fails to bring to light anything to sus- 
tain these vaguer charges then the necessary 
presumption will be that the General As- 
sembly has been grossly maligned. But 
whether a general inquiry be or be not made 
the grand jury must listen patiently to all 
the evidence presented in support of these 
specific charges and find indictments if it is 
strong enough to warrant them. If not it 
should refuse to find them. 

The four members of the Legislature who 
have been accused of corrupt practices have 
declared unanimously that they are inno- 
cent. They have not begun either civil or 
criminals suits to vindicate themselves for 
the reason that owing to the law’s delays, 
etc., it is so difficult to get redress in that 
way. They ought to be pleased, therefore, 
that the attention of the grand jury of San- 
gamon County has been called to this subject 
and that the alleged evidence against them 
which they say is worthless—is to be faid be- 
fore twenty-three disinterested, unpreju- 
diced men who will study it carefully and 
pass on it honestly. If innocent, as they say 
they are, the four members ought to rejoice 
that their innocence can be made manifest 
without an effort on their part. For if the 
jury after listening to the evidence throws 
it out as worthless they will have their vin- 
dication. It is to be assumed, therefore, 
that they will unite with the State’s-Attor- 
ney in demanding that the grand jury call 
at once on the Times-Herald for all the in- 
formation in its possession. 


CIVIL SERVICE ‘BEFORE IN PENNSYLVa- 


The Pennsylvania Republican State con- 
vention, which met last month, adopted 
unanimously the following as part of its 
platform: 


We earnestly insist upon a form of civil service 
which will prevent the enslavement of public offi- 
cers and employes, and the compelling of those ap- 
pointed to preserve the peace to confine them- 
selves to their duties, which will insure absolute 
freedom and fairness in bestowing State and coun- 
ty and municipa: contracts and wiil punish any 
form of favoritism in granting them. 

We demand that public office should be for the 
public benefit and its term in subordinate positions 
should be during good behavior. No public em- 
ployé or officer should be permitted to influence 
primaries or elections, nor upon any pretense be 
assessed upon his salary, and all unnecéssary posi- 
tions and salaries should be abolished and expendi- 
tures and taxation reduced. There should be a 
uniform basis of valuation of property for public 
purposes. Corporations enjoying public privileges 
should pay for them and schools should be divorced 
from politics and kept absolutely free from polit- 
ical influencé and control.

While the Pennsylvania Legislature will 
not meet for some time, Senator Quay can 
begin his reform work at once if he chooses.

There is no 
doubt that there has been gross maladmin- 
istration there and that the men most re- 
sponsible for it are those at whom Quay’s 
resolutions were leveled. A searching in- 
quiry by this committee will bring to light 
facts which will convince the next Legisla- 
ture of the imperative need of civil service 
reform and make it very easy to secure that 
legislation which the Republican platform 
calls for. Philadelphia has been plundered 
almost as badly as New York, and it is time 
there should be an exposure. 


BORROWING A LITTLE LAKE WATER. 

The recent report of the Board of Govern- 
ment Engineers on the effect of the drainage 
channel on the lake levels amounts at the 
worst to this: That perhaps the discharge 
of 600,000 cubic feet a minute through that 
channel will cause a lowering of six inches. 


Whether such actually will be the effect can 


be told best, they say, a couple of years after 
the water has been turned on. 

. Supposing they are right in their guess and 
the lake levels sink an inch for each 100,000 
cubic feet per minute sent down the Illinois 
River. As the present work of the Drainage 
Board only contemplates the discharge 
through the channel of the 300,000 cubic feet 
required by law, the levels will be reduced 
only three inches, which ig not worth making 
a fuss about. Certainly the National Gov- 
ernment will not feel itself called on to inter- 
fere in such an event. 

But if the General Government says that 
800,000 cubic feet per minute is all that it 
will allow the Chicago drainage district to 
draw from the great lakes, because the ab- 
straction of a greater quantity would have 
serious consequences for that lake naviga- 
tion which it is its duty to protect, then Chi- 
cago will make no resistance. It will not, 
like Oliver Twist, ask the government for 
more, but will acquiesce cheerfully in Uncle 
Sam’s decree. 

There is no reason why it should clamor 
for more. A larger flow through the drain- 
age district will not be needed while its pop- 
ulation is less than that of London, or four 
and a half millions. The most enthusiastic 
believer in the rapid growth of Chicago will 
have to admit that it will be some time before 


that. figure is exceeded. The amount of 


sewage-laden water pumped from the river 
into the canal does not exceed 40,000 cubic 
feet a minute at any time, and is generally 
but little in excess of 30,000. That is con- 
fessedly insufficient for a population of over 
a million and a half, but when the present 
discharge is multiplied by ten perfect sani- 
tation will be obtained until the populatio 

is thrice what it is now. 


It is not likely that the Federal Govern- 


ment will take any further notice of this 
diversion of the lake waters until some time 
during the first half of the next century. 
The people living in the Calumet region will 
find it necessary to dig a drainage ditch 
along the line of the old canal feeder to the 
Sag, where it will intersect the big channel, 


which has a capacity of 600,000 cubic feet. 


When that time comes perhaps Uncle Sam 
will let that manufacturing region draw off 
for sanitary purposes 100,000 or 150,000 cubic 
feet per minute. 

In that event it is possible that the outflow 
through the northern part of the Chicago 
channel might be reduced by State and 
National agreement 50,000 cubic feet. Were 
that done and 100,000 cubic feet allowed to 
flow through the Calumet channel there 
would be a total outflow of 350,000 cubic feet, 
which would be sufficient to preserve the 
purity of the drinking water of both dis- 
tricts. It will not be many decades before 
there are half a million people living in the 
Calumet region just east of the Illinois State 
line. Indiana will be interested.in securing 
pure drinking water for these of her citizens 
and will codperate with Illinois. To give 
complete protettion to the citizens of Chi- 
cago and the inhabitants of the Calumet 
region will involve at the worst a lowering 
of lake levels of only fourinches. Consider- 
ing the enormous good and the almost im- 
perceptible ill which will ensue, a veto on 
the great work of sanitation in which Chi- 
cago is now engaged will not be interposed.

A FIRE HOLIDAY NOT WANTED. 

An esteemed contemporary has suddenly 
discovered that what the Chicago people 
stand most in need of is not work and wages 
but another holiday. The school children, 
hardworked youngsters that they are, do not 
have vacation enough and must be given 
one day more. Having gone back to their 
studies about the first of September, they, 
along with the rest of the community, must 
be given a day off the 9th of October, the an- 
niversary of the Chicago fire, which it is 
proposed shall be rebaptized as Chicago day. 

This proposition, first made two or three 
years ago, is renewed with the best of inten- 
tions, no doubt, and with a sincere desire 
for the promotion of human happiness. But 
it is calculated to provoke amused dissent 
rather than joyous approval. This city: is 
not so badly off for holidays now as one 
might imagine. Life is not an eternal grind. 
The dull monotony of toil is broken in on by 
New Year’s day, by the birthdays of Lincoln 
and Washington—to which that.of Grant 
will be added before long—by Emancipation 
day, St. Patrick's day, Decoration day, 
Good Friday, Arbor day, Labor day, Thanks- 
giving day, Christmas, and the Saturday 
half-holidays of the summer season. 

This is not such a bad showing for a new 
country where people are supposed to re- 
quire more work days than they do in an 
old and fully developed one. The Ameri- 
cans, industrious people though they are, 
seem to have gained for themselves a con- 
siderable number of recréation days since 
they first set up in business. It is not clear 
that the people of this city stand in need of 
another at this time. 

But if they are to have one, and if there is 
some event in local history which it is 
deemed desirable tocommemorate with mirth 
and jollity, then do pick out somie event 
which can fitly be rejoiced over. One can 
understand making the 9th of October a 
fast day, a day for going to church and pray- 
ing for protection against fires and pesti- 
lence, but it is rather odd to ask people to 
jubilate because a quarter of a century ago 
a conflagration nearly wiped out a great 
city, destroyed $300,000,000 worth of proper- 
ty and many lives, directly or indirectly, 
burdened the city and its people with debt, 
made many miserable and benefited none. 
Neither Lisbon nor Charleston has thought 
fit to make earthquake day a holiday, nor do 
the Lonfoners celebrate enthusiastically the 
anniversary of their great fires. Calamities 
should be forgotten, if possible, and not re- 
joiced over. If, owing to a lack of a sense of 
humor, the anniversary of the fire were to 
be put on the same footing with Thanksgiv- 
ing day, the rest of mankind would see the 
joke. 

And furthermore, such a holiday would be 
purely local. It would have no national rec- 
ognition, and there would be no general ac- 
ceptance of it by citizens.

the Marriage Portion, | , 

In Russia marriages are brought about by 
means of a woman mediator, known as the 
“Svakha,” says Florence Wilson in Godey’s 
Magazine. As soon as a choice is made the 
“Svakha,” clothed in her best, goes to the 
house of the girl, and entering with as much 
dignity as possible salutes the ikons and 
speaks of things seemingly having no refer- 
ence to the prospective marriage. She says, 


for instance: 
“A white dove has escaped today from the 


house. Is it possible that it has fled to ou?“ 


Upon the answer received to this question 


depends whether she continues or not. Ifa} 


favorable one is given she speaks directly to 
the point and goes home, and the suitor then, 
taking courage, visits the girl himself. The 
money and objects of various kinds which 
the groom intends to present to the parents 
of the bride form the subject of long discus- 
sions between the parents and the groom. 
A few days before the wedding the bride is 
taken to bathe by her friends and com- 
panions. The soap used at the time is a 
present from the bridegroom. The bathing 
sponge, through which ribbons are passed, is 
carried on a long pole in front of the bride, 
the young women singing as the procession 
advances. The platform of the bathing 
house is sprinkled with beer, and it depends 


upon the odor from the beer whether the 


groom is to be a henpecked husband or not. 

As soon as the bridal procession enters 
the church on the day of the wedding the 
bride and grd®m start down the aisle ona 
mad race. There is a tradition that which- 
ever places the foot first on the cloth in front 
of the altar is to be master of the house. 
At the wedding dinner, when the tea is 
passed around, each guest tasting it declares 
that it is bitter, and this is a signal for the 
newly-wedded couple to embrace each 
other. In some parts of Russia the young 
wife is obliged to pull off her husband's 
boots in the presence of the guests as roof 
that he is master. A whip purposely placed 
there falls from the boot, and the husband 
strikes the 2 b three times. After 
this greeting he kisses her,

means of the bride’s parents. A few days 
before the wedding the gifts are sent, not to 
‘the bride, but to her parents, consisting gen- 
crally of contributions to the-feast. Some 
contribute butter, others eggs, chickens, a 
lamb, joints of beef, and in fact anything 
eatablé. For months before the bride and 
her mother and sisters have been hard at

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THE MONROE DOCTRINE AND CUBA. 

In a letter to the Karl of Buchan, dated 
April 22, 1793 (says a correspondent of the 
Nation), George Washington expressed the 
opinion that it sheuld be the policy of the 


| United States to be little heard of in the 


great world of politics.” He further ob- 
serves, “I believe it is the sincere wish of 
United America to have nothing to do with 
the political intrigues or the squabbles of 
European nations; but,on the contrary,to ex- 
changé commodities and live in peace with 
all the inhabitants of the earth, and this Iam 
persuaded they will do, if rightfully it can be 
done.“ 

This was wise advice at the time it was 
given, 102 years ago. This country then con- 
tained but four millions of pioneer people, 
oppressed by debts created by the war for 
independence. Would Washington give the 
same advice if he were now President of a 
rich, powerful nation of 70 millions? The 
population of the United States in 1798 was 
nearly a million less than that of Illinois at 
this time, While the wealth was less than half 
the value of that in this State. It is true 
that little boats should keep near the 
shore, but larger ones may venture further 
out. The people of the United States do not 
desire to interfere in the intrigues and squab- 
bles of European nations. At the same time 
they are in a position where they need not 
be imposed upon by any nation if they want 
to resist or to punish insult or aggression. 
While not interfering in any European quar-~- 
rels, has not the time about come to notify 
Spain to step down and out of Cuba and to 
remove its carpet-baggers, swords, boots and 
spurs, to the Iberian { la? Would it 
not be in accordance with the spirit of the 
Monroe doctrine to serve notice on Spain to 
pack up and vamose that island? |

Board of Health Physicians Do | a Big Bus- 
iness with Knife and Virus — Every 
Pupil Who Cannot Show a Good Scar 
and a Doctor’s Certificate Is Subjected 
to the OrdealeIn the Foreign Districts 
«Some Think It Is Great Fun-Work 
‘Will Be Continued Systematically. 


Public vaccinators appointed by the Board 
of Health were present at all the public 
schools. yesterday morning from 9 till 12 
o'clock. With the exception of such children 
as bore certificates from physicians all pupils 
were examined for evidence of previous vac- 
cination, and wherever scars were either not 
typical or entirely lacking the pupils were 
vaccinated, In some instances the number 
of pupils tobe examined. was so great that 
part of the work had to be left to be finished 
either today or on next vaccination day. 

Nearly 300 physicians are at present desig- 
nated by the Board of Health as public vac- 
cinators. Of these 217 are assigned to the 
public school buildings and the others are 
distributed among parochial schools and 


police stations, 


The city is divided into six districts, witha 
physician having general oversight of each, 
and to this district officer the vaccinators re- 

rt. These district overseers are Drs, 

eorge C. Hunt, J. J. Muldoon, E P. Mur- 

dock, Malcolm Gunn, Joseph Hawley, J. T. 
Halhatchatt, F. ashburne. This 
year for the first time instead of 
vaccine points liquid virus is used by the 
Health partment. This is obtained in 
Milwaukee and comes in minute glass tubes 
hermetically sealed.

CANNOT SECURE THEIR BAGGAGE, 


Poor Accommodations Cause Trouble on 
the Landing of the Aurania. 


New York, Sept.¢4.—{Special.J]—After a 
long and uncomfortable passage six hun- 
dred and twenty-three passengers who ar- 
rived tonight on the Cunard steamship Au- 
rania were subjected to additional discom- 
fort such as transatlantic travelers have not 
suffered in many a day. 

The Aurania is an extra ship. It was put 
on the Liverpool-New Vork service on this 
special. trip to accommodate the great de- 
mand for passage to New York. It left port 
between the regular sailing days of the Cu- 
nard line, and up to the last moment was 
expected to dock at the Cunard pier. But 
for some reason unknown to the company it 
was decided to dock it at the ancient Colum- 
bian line pier, No. 43 North River. 

The flooring of the pier is ill-smelling and 
uneven., The shed which covers it is lighted 
by seven feebly flickering.gasjets. Long be- 
fore the Aurania arrived tonight Deputy 
Surveyor Daniel Dowling notified Capt. 
Watson of the Cunard line that there ‘was 
not enough light on the pier to examine 

gage. 

As darkness fell a gloom came over the 
Columbian line pier, and it became almost 
impossible te distinguish one piece of bag- 
gage from another. As for examining the 
contents of trunks and boxes in such light, 
it would have been an impossibility. Depu- 
ty Surveyor Dowling saw this, and when 
the inspectors began complaining he gave 
orders that no baggage other than that borne 
in the hands of the passengers should be. 
examined and passed. 

No notice was given of this to the passen- 
gers by officers of the company, and when 
the passengers found put for themselves 
they could not get their heavy baggage last 
night there was a general outcry. 

All told there must 
2,000. persons on the pier, and from the 
time the ship was docked until late tonight 
they rushed ta and fro along the narrow 
pier, clamoring; shoving, and protesting. 
And in the midst of the turmoil sat a woman 
weeping bitterly because she could not get 
her trunks.

An outside con- 
tractar, however, asserts that there was too 
much sand in the morter, thus depriving it 
of its adhesive quality. This theory is borne 
out by the appearance of the brick, which are 
entirely free from mortar. There will be an 
investigation by the Coroner’s jury tomor- 
row. All afternoon men have been hard at 
work in the presence of hundreds of specta- 
tors clearing away the débris and rescuing the 
imprisoned men. 


LOSS OF $100,000 IN INDIANAPOLIS. 
Houses Flooded and Many Families Res- 
cued by the Police. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Sept. 4.—[{Special.]—A 
storm that breaks all records for twenty- 
four years at the Indianapolis Weather Bu- 
reau burst over this city early this morning. 
The rainfall continued about six hours and 
in that time 6.7 inches of water fell. The 
storm was local over this section of the 
State. Nearly seven inches of rain in the 
time stated is equaled at only the rarest in- 
tervais according to the National Weather 
Bureau records. 

Two hours after the storm set in the sew- 
ers were full and the water backed up and 
overflowed into the basements of business 
house; flooded the streets in some parts of 
the city until the water stood as high asthe 
picket fences. The storm began shortly 
after midnight and people were driven from 
their beds on the first floor of residences 
and clambered through a foot or more of 
water to the upper stories. On East Wash- 
ington street, one of the main streets of the 
city, the flood was deep enough to swim a 
horse until 8 o’clock this morning. . The en- 
tire South Side had no street cars until noon, 
it requiring that long to pump the water from 
the tunnel under the Union Station. 

This great connection between the North 
and South Sides was filled to the brim and 
overflowed into the stores. The Indianap- 
olis Journal presses were run this morning 
with the pressmen standing in the water up 
to their knees. The Sentinel was drowned 
out and had to use the Journal presses. In 
the residence portion of the city English 
sparrows were drowned and boys gathered 
up the corpses this morning by the basketful. 
It is impossible to estimate the damage to 
stocks of goods in the basements and cellars 
of stores, but it will reach at least $100,000. 

Foundations of buildings in a number of 
cases were undermined and the walls 
cracked. At the Indiana bicycle works an 
eritire forty-foot wall on one side of the fac- 
tory was thus damaged and will have to be 
rebuilt. The weather records show that this 
territory was short ovcr seventeen inches of 
rain previous to last night. :

MIXTURE OF RITES AT A FUNERAL. 


excellent 
Gen. Ely 8. Parker Buried with Peculiar 
. Indian Customs. 

New York, Sept. 4.—[{Special.]—Gen. Ely 
8. Parker was buried at Fairfield, Conn., 
today with a curious mixture of religious 
rites and Indian ceremonies. Gen. Parker 
was a Seneca Indian, a sachem of the once 
powerful Six Nations, and regarded by all 
his brothers as their wisest leader. He was 
born on the Seneca Reservation in Erie 
County, N. Y. , 

When Mrs. Harriet Converse, who had 
been adopted into the Six Nations under the 
name of Chief Yaiewanoh, heard of Gen. 
Parker’s death, she sent word to the various 
tribes and clans to have their chief men.at- 
tend the funeral. In former days the spread- 
ing deer horns were placed on the remains of 
dead sachems as a symbol of their author- 
ity and removed at the grave, to be bestowed 
on the new sachem. Instead of the horns 
Mrs. Converse used two strings of valued 
wampum beads, tied with a little piece of 
black ribbon. Around the coffin sat six full- 


- blooded Indians, silent and stern. 


Across the hall in a darkened room were 
four Indian women, who had come to carry 
back to the tribe the sachem wampum beads 
that lay on the coffin... The men uttered not 
a word from the time they entered the pres- 
ence of the dead until the earth had fallen 
on his coffin, The women disputed in oc- 
casional whispers as to who should be the 
successor of the dead sachem and receive the 
beads. An E minister |

The 
territory in these cities was accepted when the 
union was formed sixteen years ago, and two years 
ago a committee of seven, including two members 
each from Chicago, Cincinnati, and St. Louis and 
one from Louisville, was appointed to formulate 
rules for the govérnment of the business théreon. 
This plan was continued for a year and proved 
ineffective, and when the convention met in St. 
Louis in March last another committee was ap- 
pointed to consider the question. Gen. Smith of 
Chicago was Chairman of this committee and he 
made its report today and it was referred to a 
special committee to bring in recommendations. 
The committee of which Gen. Smith was chair- 
man said the method of doing business in these 
cities at present was unsatisfactory. The chief 
cause of dissatisfaction was the competition con- 
sequent upon companies not members of the union 
and also the fact that some members of the union 
nad not observed the rules, there being a misunder- 
standing as to their purport. The special com- 
mittee appointed today to recommend a method 
of doing business was Judge Cary of Chicago as 
chairman, while T. S. Blackwelder and J. S. Bel- 


den of Chicago are also members. Gen. Smith's 


committee purposely refrained from making 
recommendations owing to the fact that its life 
will end at this session and in order not to embar- 
rass the new committee.

His pan is to oragnize a committee of 
executive offics of the companies opposed to re- 
bating; have the companies contribute funds, and 
then investigate and prosecute all violations of the 
rebate laws. Ia furtherance of this plan he today 
sent to each of the twenty-seven life insurance 
companies doing business in Massachusetts a let- 
ter, substantially as follows: . 

Permit me to make the suggestion, inasmuch 
as it is for the interest of the policyholders of all 
companies, as well as Tor the interest of those who 


hereafter may become such, dnd equally in the in- 


terest of the agents and the companies, that the 
statutes against rebating should be enforced, that 
if the officers of the company who are in favor of 
vigorously so doing should signify the same and at 
the same time state their desire and willingness 
to contribute, if necessary, something toward the 
cost of apprehending and convicting any agent 
who, in Massachusetts or elsewhere, may be found 
violating the rebate law, a long step towards the 
desired end might result. 

Permit me to offer, therefore, for your consider- 
ation the suggestion that the companies desiring 
to accomplish this end should form a committee, 
consisting of an executive officer of each com- 
pany, and express a willingness to make such 
contribution as may be necessary to enable such 
committee to investigate and prosecute any viola- 
tion ot the anti-rebate law. I have to request that 
you will give this your careful constderation and 
write me your conclusions in relation to the 
same.
